miles of inter-county roads aad to 
improve and repair the 225 miles of 
cross roads in this county.

At a meeting of Bluegrass seed- 
men, held in Winchester, a commit- 
tee waa avfointed to aaake a caaivass 
of the Bluegrass counties in an effort 
to pool the seed and to report back 
Saturday, when a selling committee 
wUl be appointed in the pool. War- 
ren Rogers was ehalnaaa of the 
meeting aad Joe 8. Lindsay ssere- 
tary. 

The committee and the counties 
they represent, was named as fol- 
lows: Madison county. Albert Mc- 
€owb; Bourbon, L. A. Soper; Fay- 
ette, Rhodes Ellis; Clark, Joe Lind- 
say; Montgomery. Hughes Atkinson; 
Woodford. Hardin Field; Scott, 
Bkbdes Thomas; Boyle, Jerry Gald- 
walL 

'A Bourbon county man, who at- 
tended the meeting, stated that it 
was the opinion of those present tliat 
biw grass seed is in a strong posi- 
tion, owing to the fact that the crop 
has been very short for the past two 
or three years and to BOt an aver^ 
age one this year. 

Added to this the supply in the 
hands of the dealers to about ex- 
hausted and the demand Is Insistent, 
because under war conditions much 
beyond tlie usual acreage has been 
cultivated in other crops to supply 
the world's pressins oeeds. Much 
of this land must now be sown in 
graiss. and it is confidently expected 
now that the markets of the world 
are opened, that the foreign demand 
will take care of an appreelable por- 
tion of this year's crop. 

It was also pointed out that blue 
grass seed is out of line in price 
with other grass and clover seeds, as 
well as all farm products grown un- 
der abnormal conditions of high-pric- 
ed labor, machinery and the advanc- 
ing values of land, together with the 
soaring expense of everything that 
enters into the production of crops. 
Considering this fact it was the be- 
lief of the meeting that by co-opera- 
tion blue grass seed growers can se- 
cure a r sisn a abie prlee for thair 
crops.

LEXmGTO N CLA IMS TO HAVE 
SAUBTED HOUaBr 

An old, subetaatial brick residence, 
located on one of the principal thor- 
oughfares in Iiexingtoa, has been
